NSL WANTS $240,000 


FROM INTERNATIONALS 


The National Soccer League is to ask the Australian 
Soccer Federation for a $240,000 cut from the inter- 
national series between Nottingham Forest, Juventus, 
Glasgow Rangers, fraklis and Manchester United: 


The league’s ultimate weapon is the withdrawal 
of its players from the national squad — but that is 


unlikely to happen. 

The request for compensation is being made because 
the NSL believes that a $240,000 sponsorship payment it 
had expected this year, now is in jeopardy. 

West Nally Ltd was to have supplied the money, through ASF 
Marketing Ltd, according to a sponsorship deal announced after 
red deers withdrew their backing for the league at the 
end g 


; The NSL received $120,000 from West Nally for last season. 
But the NSE failed at the weekend to gain an assurance about ~ 


how and when the $240,000 would be paid this season. 


The league had objected to certain ‘clauses in the original 
agreement with ASF Marketing, believing they would give the 
marketing company too much control over the league. 

If *ne NSL does not get the $240,000, each of the 24 clubs will 
have to pay $10,000 towards air travel this year. 


So now, the NSL has asked the ASF for assiStance in getting 


compensation through ASF Marketing from the gate receipts at 
the international series. 


The NSL argues that it is entitled to the money, as NSL players 
are being used in the national squad, and the NSL competition is 
being suspended for four weeks. 


The National Cup competition, to be played during that period, 
will not generate enough income, the league says, because the 


Hise players will not take part, as they will be on national team .

For me, this 1984 Cup final 
between Watford and Everton 
is pure “‘Roy of the Rovers’’, 
the stuff that dreams are made 
of. 


On the one hand, there's proud Everton, one 
of the original 12 who founded the Football 
League back in 1888, league champion seven 
times; cup winner three times; whose motto 
tells it all .. . ‘Nothing satisfies but the best’. 

And on the other hand, there are the up- 
starts from that northern London dormitory 
suburb, that used to be more famous for its 
railway station than for football. 

Watford Football Club has been around for a 
long time too. It was formed in 1897, and it 
entered League football when the Third Divi- 
sion was formed in 1920, but while the Ever- 
tons were stepping up with montonous regu- 
larity for the silverware, Watford was langui- 
shing in the lower reaches. 

But that all changed in 1977, with the arrival 
of Elton John 

Young Reg Dwight (his real name) had 
been a fervent fan of Watford in his teens 

Football was in his blood 
cousin Roy Dwight had achieved the dubious 
double of scoring a goal in a Cup final and then 
being carried off with a broken leg, as Not- 
tingham Forest beat Luton Town. 

So, public taste being what it is, after the 
man with the straw hat and the specs became 
a millionaire, the next thing he wanted to be 
was a football club director, naturally of Wat- 
ford 

Suitably bankrolled, the club made its 
shrewdest move yet, when it went for Graham 
Taylor, one of the new breed of ‘track suit’ 
managers, who had just steered Lincoln to the 
top of the Fourth Division with a record 
margin of points 

That was also n 1977 and Watford has not 
looked back since, climbing out the cellar and 
into the First Division in a mere five seasons 
finishing runner-up to Liverpool, ahead of 
mighty Manchester United 

So who knows ... can the dream continue, 
or will the bubble burst? 

Wembley on Cup final day is a very emotio- 
nal place, and as we wait for the kick-off on 
May 19 (televised by Channel 9) the memories 
come flooding back. 

Manchester City’s goalkeeper Bert Traut- 
mann, the ex-German paratrooper playing 
with a broken neck in 1956; gallant Manches- 
ter United, decimated by the Munich disaster, 
going down Valiantly to Bolton Wanderers in 
1958 as half the crowd stood and wept unasha- 
medly; and only last year, poor Gordon Smith 
missing a last-minute open goal for Brighton,

Johnston returned to the 
team in the semi-final against 
Dinamo Bucharest only be- 
cause John Wark, signed from 
Ipswich Town, was ineligible.

Fagan says of him: ‘‘Youdon’t 
teach him to play like that. In 
fact, we don't know how he 
does it. We just send him out to 
play and he gets in ali the right 
places." 

Rush, by the way, was a 
team-mate at Chester, in Eng- 
land, of Paul Lewis, the stri- 
ker of Green Gully Ajax. In 
fact, Lewis sometimes kept 
Rush on the bench. 

At Liverpool, Rush has 
Kenny Dalglish as an attack- 
ing partner. Enough said! If 
Rush has scored 40 goals, then 
how many were set up by the 
preat Dalglish? 

While Dalglish and Rush are 
Liverpool's main strengths, 
Roma draws its inspiration 
from its Brazilian midfield duo 
of Falcao and Toninho Cerezo, 
supported by skipper Agostino 
DiBartolomei. 


Roma’s key defender is 
young Ubaldo Righetti, the 
sweeper, who provides support 
for the other three backs. 

Roma has been quoted by 
London bookmakers at 8-13, 
and Liverpool at 5-4. The odds 
are influenced no doubt by the 
fact that the final is to be 
played in Rome, rather than 
on neutral territory. 


But the odds ignore a 
number of important factors. 

The first is the form of 
Graeme Souness in Liver- 
pool’s midfield. Souness, who 
had a guest stint with West Ad- 
elaide Hellas in 1977 after tou- 
ring here with Middlesbrough, 
has deen an inspiration. 

And Liverpool's best per- 
formances in the European 
Cup this season. have been in 


the away legs — winning in 
Spain, Portuga! and Romania. 

““We've no worries about 
going to Rome for the final," 
says Souness. ‘In fact, looking 
at our home form, it’s prob- 
ably the best we could hope 
for. When you're under pres- 
sure, it puts you on your toes.”” 

While Roma has the home 
ground adyantage, plus some 
of the best players in world 
soccer (Falcao, Cerezo, Conti, 
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Europe's best to clash in three finals 
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Tancredi, Pruzzo, Graziani), it 
also has a brilliant coach in 
Nils Liedholm, 

Born in Waldermarsvik, 
Sweden, on October 8, 1922, 
Niedholm represented his 
country 18 times but spent 
most of his career with Milan 
in Italy. Before moving to 
Italy, he helped Norrkoeping

®@ Heidelberg Alexander's roots go back to the formation of 
the Fitzroy United Alexander Athletic Club in 1969. That club 
was formed under the aegis of the Pan Macedonian Society, 
which consisted of 30 Greek clubs, with a total membership 
exceeding 20,000 and financed by Greek businessman Kriakos 
Papas. 

Alexander's first team consisted exclusively of Greek mi- 
grants, The side included Con Racovalis, Nick Romanidis, Con 
Xanthopoulos, Mike Triadafilis, Con Bedaris, George Dinnis, 
John Ninis and 14-year old Jim Mangopoulos, who was later to 
become club president and an influential member of the 
National Leaguea’s leadership. 

Alexander first was promoted to the Victorian State League 
for the 1964 season but promptly was relegated. In fact, the 
club never really established itself as a force in Victorian soccer 
until the 1970s. The highpoint of Alexander's State League his- 
tory came in 1975 when it won the a gece essa coach 
Manny Poulakakis.

NSL year, Alexander was competing at the highest club jevel in 
Australian soccer. Ma, ; 

The club has proddcéd many Australian internationals since. 
Gary Cole, Jimmy Rooney, Jim Campbell, Yakka Banovic, 
Jamie Paton, Theo Selemidis, Jim Tansey, Charlie Yankos and 
John Yzendoorn all played for Australia while with Haidalbarg. 

Since 1977, Heidelberg Alexander has had 70 coaches, Brian

Jim Adam, Tony Baggi, John Margaritis, Poutakakis, Pat Ban- 
non, Jimmy Rooney, Len McKendry, Ken Morton and Jim Tan- 
sey. 
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As we went to press 
Northcote hadn't appoint- 
ed a coach to replace Tony 
Vrzina, who resigned last 
weekend.

Soccer, one feels, 
should do everything in 
its power to arrest the 
steady worldwide fall in 
attendances and to make 
the game more attractive 
tofans — almost through 
any means. 


Although | do agree with the tradi- 
tionalists that soccer’s rules should be 
changed only when unavoidable, some 
cosmetic touches would do no harm. 

Some of these would not alter the 
character of the game at all — merely 
tighten existing rules or their inter- 
pretations. 

They could help eliminate some of the 
irritating features of the game which, 
like warts, have grown on soccer's face 
in recent years. 

One of these is the wide variety of 
circus sets preceding free kicks. 

The rules are very simple: “...all the 
opposing players shalt be at least 10 
yards (9.15 metres) from the ball... un- 
til the ball has been kicked.” 

This rule is hardly ever enforced by 
referees who usually allow opponents to 
creep closer than 10 yards as though 
they disagreed with FIFA’s ruling. 

What's worse, the rule assumes that 
the referee can estimate precisely the 
10-yard distance, position the defending 
wall beyond that frontier, then watch the 
whole scene before and during the free 
kick, ensuring that the defenders won't 
encroach in the area to cheat.

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I think a fairly simple device could 
help here. Let the referees step out 
the necessary 10 yards — 10 very 
big adults steps — then leave a col 
ored marker on the ground. 

The first defender who either creeps 
past the marker or actually moves it is 
booked — so is the second and third; 
soon there will be some order and the 
rule will be kept which is now largely ig- 
nored. 

One of the most annoying habits of 
players — either condoned by referees 
or deliberately not noticed — is to pre- 
vent the quick taking of free kicks. 

This is what they do. A foul is com- 
mitted, the referee promptly whistles, 
play stops and the ball is placed for a 
quick free kick. 

But it cannot be executed because a 
player of the offending side stands right 
in front of the ball, arguing with the ref- 
eree — gaining time for bis team to pull 
men back. 

Even worse is when the player of the 
offending team actually flicks or throws 
the ball a few yards further back as 
though he was being pedantic about the 
exact spot, the very blade of grass from

which the freekick has to be taken. 

This, once again, helps the guilty team 
to gain time and punishes the innocent 
side which is prevented from taking the 
free kick quickly and effectively. 

A new rule interpretation would 
be useful here: no player from the 
offending team should be allowed to 
touch the ball after the whistle has 
gone for a free kick. 

If any player still does — in order to 
delay the taking of the free kick, as did 
for example almost all the Italians in the 
1982 World Cup — they should be 
booked, even sent off. 

Or take the time-wasting nonsense 
that goes on at throw-ins — almost 
always by the team in the lead. 


A player walks to the touchline in 
order to throw in the ball; picks it up, 
looks around and then, as if he didn't like 
the scene; drops the ball and one of his 
team-mates arrives to execute the 
throw-in, at his leisure. 

It's hardly ever that you'll see a refer- 
ee warn these time-wasters; the worst 
that happens is that the referee stemly 
points towards his wrist watch, showing 
that he has noted the time-wasting, then

A simple rule here could be a big 
help. Once a player has picked up 
the ball for a throw-in, he should ex- 
ecute the throw. If he drops the ball 
or passes it to a team-mate, the ref- 
eree shoukd rule it a foul throw — 
and give the ball to the other team. 

This would eliminate the oft- 
repeated circus that goes on at the side- 
lines with teams in the lead arrogantly 
waisting time and the referee, far too 
frequently, letting them. 

| also wish the International Board, 
which is the guardian of all rules and 
rule changes, would examine one more 
area which needs some revision. 

The grestest curse of modem 
soccer is the backpass. It slows the 
game; indead, kills it. 

| would make it illegal to backpass the 
ball to the goalie from-outside the penal- 
ty area. 

This would speed up the gama, forc- 
ing defenders to play the ball out rather 
than; with initatingly mindless mono- 
tony, play it back to the goalie when 
nothing better occurs to them. 

Soccer cannot afford to alienate more 
fans. though slack rules or inter- 
pretations. 

One can only hope that these and 
other little irritants will soon come to the 
attention of soccer's lawmakers.
